W ashington, January 16th.—As soon as 
the Court was formally opened, Scoville 
announced his address to the jury by 
confessing his 
unfamiliarity with the 
modes of 
practice in criminal cases. 
All the defense asked for was a fair, 
candid/ impartial weighing of the evi­ 
dence by fair and candid men. Counsel 
would attempt no oratory, because he was 
not equal to it, and because he would not do 
it ii he could. He would addresB himself 
simply to tho reasoD, judgment and intellect 
of the jury. 
Oratory, eloquence and 
appeals to the passions he wonld leave 
for counsel who 
would follow him— 
Judge Porter; and he desired to warn them 
that in the efforts of the learned counsel— 
Judge Porter—te expound the law or explain 
the evidence, he wonld invariably seek to in­ 
fluence them through their emotions, to touch 
their hearts and sway their sympathies, 
rather than to convince their judgments. 
CONSPIRACY CLAIMED. 
“ I do not ca-e to complain, although I 
do not think that, as counsel in conducting 
this case, I have been treated with fairness. 
Personally I care nothing for it, but when 
it injures the cause iu which my efforts are 
enlisted, then I must complain. I hold in 
kit hand an indictment for conspiracy, which 
I have framed in my own mind. The object 
of this conspiracy was to hang the pris­ 
oner.” 
Scoville then proceeded to name the con­ 
spirators—tho District Attorney. Judge Por­ 
ter, Mr. Davidge and five of the Government 
experts, namely, Doctors Oray, Hamilton, 
Kemps te-, McDonald and Wooster. 
THE INDICTMENT OF THE DEFENSE. 
The c unts of (his indictment, twenty in 
number, are, first: They have perverted the 
law in this case. Scoville, in illustrati-u or 
support of this count, alluded to the intro­ 
duction, by Judge Potter, of the decision of 
Judge Davis. He said that the counsel upon 
the other side indignantly repudiated the 
sugce-ticn that Judge Davis sat with Cardoza 
or Barnard, but I have yet to learn if either 
of them ever committed a mo-e reprehensi­ 
ble act than that of Judge Davis. 
Scoville warmed up with the subject and 
denounced in severe language the extra­ 
judicial act of Judge Davidge : “ Had a 
newspaptr been guilty of iuch a bold faced 
attempt to influence the decision in a pend­ 
ing case, the editor would have been Bubject 
to arrest for contempt.” 
A SPICY DIALOGUE. 
Judge Porter—Don’t let us turn this Court­ 
room into a town meeting. 
Scoville resumed, but was soon interrupted 
by Davidge, who, with some impatience, 
said : “ Ob, no, no, Scoville; that’s not so.” 
Scoville—You may interrupt as much as 
y»u plesse. 
I shall not he deterred from 
paying what I believe to be the truth. 
Davidge—Well, I ’ll not interrupt again, 
say what you may. 
Guiteau—That's right, Davidge, you keep 
quiet, you talked for two days and didn’t say 
anything either. Now, give some one else a 
show. 
Scoville continued : “ When Judge Por­ 
ter comes brfo-e this jurv and undertakes to 
pervert the evidence, I Ehall not keep quiet as 
I did with Davidge, hut I shall stop him.” 
Guiteau—So shall I. 
Scoville—I shall stop him and I shall cor­ 
rect him, if I find he is misstating the evi­ 
dence. 
Guiteau—Never mind. I’ll attend to him. 
Judge Porter—There will be two Guiteau3 
then to attend to me. 
THE RESPONSIBILITY QUESTION. 
The prosecution state that if the prisoner 
knew his act was wrong, on July 2d, then he 
should hang. Now, this is not by any means 
tbe whole, or a correct Btatement of the law. 
The Court has added, in substance, as fol­ 
lows : “ Yet, if in this act he was overpow­ 
ered by a consciousness coming through his 
diseased mind that wbat he wa3 doing was 
necessary for the good of the country, and 
was specially approved by Cod, then you 
cannot convict bint of murder.” 
Continuing, Scoville said that the second 
count in the indictment is the perversion of 
testimony, and he proceeded to sustain this 
count by reading from Davidge’s speech and 
comparing it with the testimony. 
“ Oh, that’s for money,” called out Gui­ 
teau 
he is paid for that. He doesn't be­ 
lieve it.” 
Scoville contended that the facts were per­ 
verted, and particularly tho evidence as to 
the immorality of the prisoner. The only 
allegation was that of adultery. 
A SCANDALOUS CHARGE. 
Guiteau shouted out: “ How many inno­ 
cent people are there in this Court-room?” 
and he added : “ Not one.” 
A moment later he called out, “ I don’t 
care to libel Christian people, but I want the 
record straight. 
I say that high-toned 
Christian men and women are virtuous, but 
the masses cf mankind are not, let that go on 
the record.” 
As Scoville paused a moment, Guiteau 
raised a laugh by calling out, “ Pretty good 
place to stop, Scoville. It’s most half-past 
twelve ; let’s have rece=s.” 
Recess wb3 then taken. 
JUDGE PORTER’S ILL HEALTH. 
Porter stated he would be unable, owing 
ti the condition of his health, to remain this 
aiternon, but ho desired Scoville not to ab­ 
stain for that reason from saying anything 
that he desired to say. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After recess, Scoville proceeded to point 
out to the jury what he termed the perver­ 
sions of evidence by Davidge. 
Judge Porter's scat was vacrnt, while the 
District Attorney indicated by his appear­ 
ance that he wished his was also, Scoville 
having intimated that he d.sired to criticise 
the conduct of the District Attorney, as the 
chief partner in this wicked conspiracy, as 
alleged by him, to hang the prisoner, but 
would not do so in hi- ab cnoe, as he was not 
in the habit of saying things behind one’s 
¡back. 
Colonel Corkhill was sent for by his 
brother cmnsel, and be reluctantly came into 
Court, abandoning the rest he was seeking. 
“ I haven’t,” he said, “ the slightest inter­ 
est in anything he may say against me. 
However, I will come in and give him an 
opportunity to abuse me.” 
Scovilb dwelt at great length upon what 
Davidge deemed immaterial matter, end the 
latter remarked upon the disposition of coun­ 
sel to consume time needlessly. 
Scoville retorted that he did not propose to 
have matters of faet, which were contained 
in the record, “ go before the jury willfully 
perverted or enveloped in artificial obscurity.” 
Guiteau—That’s right; stand by the record. 
Davidge bad batter read my speech. It is 
published in all the leading papers of America 
this morniDg, and takes up a whole page. 
Scoville attacked tbe theory of the prose­ 
cution that it was the prisoner’s own innate 
or acquired depravity that Daturally led to 
the killing of the President, and discussed at 
some length the evidence introduced by them 
to show instances of the prisoner’s meanness 
and depravity. This evidence, said Scoville, 
has in almost every instance been perverted. 
He then alluded to the evidence rela'ive to 
the prisoner obtaining money from Rev. Dr. 
McArthur and giving his note for it. 
Guiteau observed : “ If McArthur will 
send his note down I’ll cash it now.’ 
Scoville continued : They brought a man 
here at the expense of $150 to show the moral 
turpitude of this prisoner, and what was the 
effect of his evidence? 
Guiteau—To prove I pay my debts. 
8eovilIe—He testified that Guiteau paid 
him $30 for a desk—just what be contracted 
to pay him, and that’s all there was iu his 
testimony to show moral turpitude. 
Scoville reviewed the incident of Guitean’s 
getting English out of jail in New York. 
The prosecution laid great stress upon this 
incident, as showing the rascality of the 
prisoner; but in his (ScevilieV) opinion 
Guiteau earned his money in this case, and 
there was nothing whatever iu this transac­ 
tion to his (Guiteau’s) discredit. 
Ths prisoner tried once or twiee, and finally 


succeeded iu making himself heard. He 
said : “ In relation to this incident I would 
just here remark that the reason I had so 
much trouble in getting English out of jail 
was that he was a fraud, and W inston and 
and the Mutual Lite were dead against him, 
and did not want him to get out of jail. I 
bad all tbe money of the M utual Life to work 
against in the Sheriff’s office, and I never 
would have gotten him out if I hadn’t hung 
to the case like a dug to a piece of meat. 
Thst’s the way I do when I start on any­ 
thing.” 
Scoville continued : Counsel parade here 
debts owed by the prisoner, and attem pt to 
maks much of them in this chain they are 
weaving. 
Guiteau—I owe about $1,000, and I sup­ 
pose that ought to hang a man. If these 
people will send their bills now I’ll give them 
checks for them and get them out of the way. 
I suppose I ’ve got some money now. I ’ll get 
rid of these people, and then I won t owe 
anybody. 
Scoville denounced witness Shaw. He 
believed he had perjured himself in this 
case, as bad also the contemptible little Jew 
clerk who came down hero to help Shaw out. 
Guiteau screamed out, “ This whole testi­ 
mony of Shaw is false, and no decent man 
would believe it for an instant.” 
» 
As the Court was about to adjourn, Gui­ 
teau called out, “ I desire your Honor to 
read my speech to-night, so 1 can discuss it 
with you to-morrow.” 
Adjourned till to-morrow.

A ttem pted M urd er and Succetsfnl Sni- 
cliic. 
S to ck to n , January 16th.—A t about 7 
o’clock P. M , Saturday, on tbe farm of Colonel 
L O. Gillispee, seventeen miles from this city 
and on the road between Lodi and Loekeford, 
a young woman, Flats Gillispee, aged 17 years, 
an only daughter of the Colonel, was shot in 
the neck with a pistol ball fired by Thomas 
Lyden, a farm hand, who a year ago was em­ 
ployed on the ranch as a laborer. The wound 
produced is probably a fatal one. Lyden is 
35 years of age, and was in love with the 
young woman, t.o whom be bad tent many 
letters of affection. As racn as the intimacy 
betw een the two was discovered by the 
parents, Lyden was discharged from the 
premises. Fie continued to -end letters, but 
they were unanswered. It w e a year ago 
that hejwas discharged, and Le had not been 
seen for four months. 
A COWARDLY SHOT. 
A t 7 o’clock on Saturday evening Colonel 
Gillispee was aroused hv the cube made by 
his dogs. An examination of the premises 
was made by him, but he discovered nothing. 
When he returned to his sitting-room Miss 
Gillispee took a eeat by the window and 
picked up a magazine to read. She sat within 
eight inches of the window, and when her 
father reached the fireplace a shot was fired 
through the window and toe yourg lady fell 
back from her chair, th blood poming from 
wound in the rock. The Colonel grabbed 
his shotgun, which iv.« standing by the door, 
and rushed into tho yard, but the f. sense in 
could not be found, having made bis e capo 
by running around to the rear of the house 
and down a lauo to the Mokrlumne river. 
The youne woman wa- insensible for some 
time, and when sho rallied the said that she 
knew that Lyden bad rhot her. The ball 
entered tbe back r.f the neck, but wh ther it 
went into tbe jaw or into the base of the 
skuli was not known. A reporter visited the 
scene of the tragedy yesterday and learned 
the facts above stated. 
SUICIDE OF THE ASSASSIN. 
A t an early hour yesterday morning Lyden 
was found dead in a haystack half a mile 
north of the house with a pistol by his side, 
and but one chamber emp’y, but the cart­ 
ridges remaining showed that they had been 
struck with the hammer of the weapon. His 
body was removed to Lodi, and an inquest 
held. The ball had entered the right side of 
the head and imbedded itself in the brain on 
the opposite side,the skull being fractured clear 
across. A verdict of Buicide was rendered. 
Lyden was well educated, ind was considered 
a sobtr and industrious man. Six month* 
ago he attempted to kill Colonel Gillispee 
with a knife because he forbade him visiting 
his daughter. By the timely interference of 
a son of the Colonol he was prevented from 
carrying out his intentions. Many of his let­ 
ters to Fleta were of a threatening nature. 
In Lis last letter he closed by crying : “ If I 
don’c eet an answer by Thursday I have de­ 
cided what I’ll do. It may make a difference 
in both your life acd mine. If I get one I ’ll 
decide one w ay; if not, another.” 1'he 
powder from the pistol when the shot was 
fired at Fleta set fire to the window curtain, 
and burned her neck. Lyden wss supposed 
to be in San Francisco at tbe timo of the 
shooting, and the family thought the trouble 
with him over. The grief-stricken parents 
have the sympathy cf the entire community. 
The YYealhcr tTop Outlook. 
O a k d a le (Stanislaus county), January 
16th.—During the past week the weather has 
bten extremely cold, the thermometer rang­ 
ing from 17° to 26’. 
For twenty-eight years 
we have never experienced colder weather in 
this valley. Grain in Stanislaus county, east 
of the Sa'a Josquin river, is generally looking 
well.

GUITEAU’S SPEECH. 
The Associated PreaB has kindly for­ 
warded Guiteau'8 views in regard to his 
speech, and has enabled the public gener­ 
ally to read that effort. It is no doubt an 
exceedingly foolish affair, in fact a mere 
rehash of all the impudent and silly things 
the prisoner has been saying since the trial 
began. We do not, however, think that 
there is in it any conscious endeavor to 
exhibit imbecility. We are more convinced 
of Guiteau’s insanity than ever, after read­ 
ing it. That he is insane, we have been 
satisfied for a long time, and all these repe­ 
titions and all these bursts of inordinate 
vanity serve to confirm our belief on that 
head. There is certainly a sort of low cun­ 
ning and astucity in the man, and this is 
frequently found in madmen. He has a 
magpie shrewdness and qnickness, but all 
his ideas and views are extremely super­ 
ficial. He has supposed throughout the 
trial that his manners were influencing the 
jury favorably, and this belief is another 
evidence of his mental alienation. We 
have no doubt that he really re­ 
gards this speech as what he called 
it, namely, ,l equal to one of Cicero’s.” 
To say that such a man can be sane strikes 
us as an abuse of language. The foolish 
legal doctrine of insanity, however, has led 
to the setting up of the theory of his 
sanity as the soie alternative with acquit­ 
tal. The scientific and rational view would 
be that the man is at the same time insane 
and responsible. That he has known all 
along the full consequences and implica­ 
tions of what he was doing, and that there­ 
fore he ought to be held to precisely the same 
accountabilty as though he had been en­ 
tirely sane. We do not think his speech 
was worth the cost of transmission, but it 
may be of some service in showing the 
actual condition of his mind, though it cer­ 
tainly ought not to make anyone less 
desirous of seeing him promptly found 
guilty of murder in the first degree, and as 
promptly taken out and hanged.

A “ b u n " falsehood. 
The New York Sun ha* been a particu­ 
larly malignant and unscrupulous defamer 
of ex-Senator Sargent. In pretending to 
explain why it calls him “ Etfigy Sargent,” 
it prints a falsehood of a characteristic 
kind. It says : “ The incendiaries who 
“ created a stuffed Sargent and bnmed it 
" in a pnblic place were his own constitu­ 
e n ts .” Now this is a lie. The facts of 
the case are as follows : Congressman Ward 
introduced a mining bill which, through a 
mistake of press or telegraph, was credited 
to Sargent. The bill was obnoxious to the 
miners of Eureka, Nevada, and they it was 
who burned Mr. Sargent in effigy for an 
offense which he had not committed. To 
say that he was burned by “ his own con­ 
stituents,” and to imply that he did some 
thing which justified snch a burning in 
effigy, is to perpetrate the meanest and 
basest kind of libel, and that is what the 
Sun baa dome in this case. But when his 
enemies are driven to concoct snch rascally 
fables as th's for the purpose of injuring 
him, it is a very sufficient proof that they 
have no just ground of opposition to his 
appointment. 


SLANDEROUS STRANGERS. 
We yesterday printed a letter from a 
lady who desired to record her protest 
against the statement made by W hittle, 
the revivalist, that this coast had been 
cursed by bad women. 
The assertion is 
certainly one which calls for reproof, for it 
is not true, and it is slanderous. 
W hat 
ideas Mr. W hittle had in his mind when 
he uttered this injurious observation we 
have no means of knowing, but it is a fair 
presumption that he obtained those ideas 
from some of the very pious persons by 
whom he has been surrounded since he 
came to California, for he certainly can 
possess no knowledge of his own on the 
subject. It is indeed worth recording that 
the revival movement which has been 
going on of late in this city has been as­ 
sociated wit/j quite a general attack upon 
the mental and moral qualities of the 
people of California. First Mr. Brier de­ 
clared that Californians were too ignorant 
and stupid to be intellectual skeptics, and 
then Mr. W hittle flung an insult into the 
faces of all the women of the Pacific 
coast. 
This is a novel mode of winning 
popular confidence and recommending the 
gospel to the community, and it deserves 
to be inquired into. W hat did Mr. \\ hit- 
tle mean when he said that this coast had 
been cursed by bad women ? W ho are 
the bad women to whom he referred, and 
how, when and where have they “ cursed ’ 
the coast ? In the early times there were 
few or no women here at alL In the days 
of the gold fever there were no doubt 
some female adventurers in California, and 
there have always been perhaps as many 
abandoned women as can be found in other 
parts of the world. 
But if Mr. W hittle 
meant to say that there were at this pres­ 
ent time, or had been for twenty years 
past, more bad women on the Pacific coast 
than are to be found on the Atlantic 
coast, he has foully aspersed us, and he 
ought to make an apology as public as the 
insult. 
The probability is that this man has 
come here full of the foolish lies which 
ignorant people in the Eastern ¡otates are 
in the habit of fabricating about Califor­ 
nia. 
It ÍB unfortunately still true that 
a large proportion of our Eastern friends 
believe that all Californians wear red 
shirts, tuck their pantaloons into their 
boots, sling a couple of navy revolvers 
and a large-sized bowie-knife at their 
waists, and demand a “ man for break- 
“ fast” every morning of their lives. It is 
possible that to make the picture thoroughly 
harmonious our women are supposed to be 
mostly female gamblers and the mistresses 
or wives of highwaymen and “ cow- 
“ boys,” and that the feminine sentiment 
favors powerful cocktails, profuse slang, 
horse-riding in the Sandwich Island fash­ 
ion, shooting-matches on Sunday mornings, 
and balls on Sunday evenings. This prob­ 
ably is the kind of picture of California 
which Mr. W hittle painted for himself, 
and we can only hope, for the credit of 
his associates here, that he did not obtain 
any of his false and slanderous notionB 
from them. Even if this be the explana­ 
tion of his misrepresentations, however, it 
cannot be regarded as excusing him. For 
a man in bis position is peculiarly bound 
to speak the truth, aud to avoid false 
statements of all kinds, and it is very cer­ 
tain that he might have ascertained by a 
very little inquiry tbat he was not justi­ 
fied in asserting what he did. 
And it will naturally suggest itself to 
the reflecting inind that a person whose 
statements of matters of fact are so utterly 
untrustworthy can scarcely be the re­ 
cipient of implicit confidence in regard 
to deeper and more difficult questions. A 
man so prone to make loose and erroneous 
assertions even respecting matters which 
he could ascertain the truth concerning 
easily, may be suspected of jumping to 
conclusions with equal haste and bad 
judgment in other par.ioulars. Aman, too, 
who professess to be an exponent of 
Christian doctrine, and who has at the 
very outset of his missionary work com­ 
mitted so gross and flagrant a violation of 
that doctrine as expounded by St. Paul in 
the thirteenth chapter of Corinthians, 
stands discredited as a teacher and guide. 
It seems to have struck him as of little 
account that he should fasten a wicked 
and base libel upon the women of the 
Pacific coast, so long as the perpetration of 
this calumny furnished an excuse or pal­ 
liation for the fruitlessness of the labors of 
his kind. It is indeed not uncommon for 
those who preach doctrines against which 
the sense of the public is beginning to 
rebel, to account to themselves for their 
failure by impeaching the intelligence or the 
morals of the community. It is not un 
usual, but it has never yet been productive 
of fortunate results for the causo so sought 
to be assisted. 
The women of California are in all re- 
speets the peers of any women within the 
sphere of Mr. W hittle’s acquaintance, but 
they are perhaps less inclined to take every­ 
thing on trust. The intellectual atmos 
phere of this coast is stimulating, and 
women ae well as men are set upon inquiry 
in regard to many thing3 which their more 
phlegmatic sisters at the East accept with­ 
out thinking. It is possible that this 
tendency, which is no donbt embarrassing 
to those who have propositions to offer 
which will not bear examination, may have 
offended Mr. W hittle and some of his 
reverend friends. But this could not give 
him the right to libel all our women as he 
has done, and in fact nothing can justify 
such sweeping and injurious language as 
he employed. Assuredly it is not by such 
methods tbat the people of California can 
be persuaded into accepting the hysterical 
sensationalism of traveling revivalists as 
the last word on religion. The only result 
of such unworthy aspersions can be to 
stiffen unbelief, and to disgust even those 
who have been professors of Christianity 
previously. 
Mr. W hittle in ehort has 
made a very seriouB mistake in this matter. 
A TYPICAL CASE. 
The case of Neamy, who is charged 
with deserting his wife and family and 
eloping with another woman, is in some 
respects sufficiently typical to afford a 
useful illustration. It appears that this 
man is a skillful mechanic, and that he 
has always been able to command work 
at good wages. He had a wife and five 
children, and it was his duty, and should 
have been his chief pleasure also, to pro­ 
vide for them, to make a comfortable home 
for them, and to play the part of a sober 
and industrious citizen. But he became 
infected with the disease called Kearneyism. 
He 
frequented 
the 
San 
Francisco 
ward clubs, and found that he could talk 
freely, and that his style of talking 
pleased his associates. 
Then he waa 
seized with political ambition. Doubtless 
he believed that be was fitted for some 
high office. Probably he looked forward 
to elevation at the hands of the working­ 
men. He became a Sandlot orator. He 
neglected his work, his wife, and his chil­ 
dren. They were forced to take refuge in 
a mean aud miserable hovel on the tide- 
marsh at Oakland. There he retreated 


when his useless and mischievous day 
had come to an end. 
He ceased 
to care for industrious and steady 
work. 
He 
was 
wrapped 
up 
in 
th : Sandlot. He aspired to be a leader of 
men ; and meanwhile he showed his in­ 
competence to govern his own household. 
Who has not known cases of this kind ! 
Who is not acquainted with the scrub 
politician who neglects his wife and family, 
lets them go half-fed and half clothed, 
runs into debt with the batcher and baker 
and grocery storekeeper, abandons his 
livelihood, loafs around the corner-grocery, 
and all that he may meddle and muddle in 
politics, and be employed perhaps to do 
the dirty work of some bolder and more 
successful “ worker,” who will drop him 
the moment he has served his turn ? We 
all know the type, and we all know what 
comes of the programme. Destitution, 
perhaps drunkenness, reproaches, per­ 
haps brutality, growing indifference, and 
at length cruel and shameful desertion. 
Yet how many Nearnys are there who 
thrust themselveB with characteristic 
effrontery into all local politics; who 
lift brassy 
voices 
in 
authoritative 
fashion at all corner-grocery meetings; 
who are eager and willing to undertake 
any office in the commonwealth ; who think 
themselves the peers of any m an; aud 
notwithstanding all this are the most 
worthless members of the community. 
They have money for whisky, but none for 
the rent. 
They can afford themselves 
decent clothes to make a respectable ap­ 
pearance among their political friends ; but 
they are not ashamed to let their wives 
and children go ragged and barefoot. They 
are prepared to administer the finances of 
the country ; but they cannot pay their own 
debts. They are full of projects for the 
improvement of the condition of Labor ; 
but they refuse to do a stroke of work 
themselves. And the Nearnys want office 
too, as this one did, and with such records 
they even secure the promise of place, as 
this one did. It is a pity the Nearnys do 
not know the estimate the world puts 
upon them, but it is a still greater pity 
tbat anything iu our institutions should 
foster such a class. 


KEEPING UP THE DISPUTE. 
The London Standard appears deter- 
termined to keep alive the Isthmus ques­ 
tion, and to work it “ for all that it is 
“ worth.” It belabors Mr. Blaine in the 
most severe and merciless way, and in­ 
deed wastes much good writing in demon­ 
strating, what all intelligent people real­ 
ized long ago, namely, that the late 
Secretary made a very unlucky blunder 
when he forgot the existence of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty. The Standard, how­ 
ever, does make one strong and new point, 
and it is that if the treaty for the neutrali­ 
zation of the Isthmus canal is abrogated, 
England will be compelled, in regard for 
her own interest?, to blockade the canal in 
the event of war ; so that the very opposite 
results to those desired by Mr. Blaine 
would be almost certain to flow from the 
success of his policy. We do not see how 
this point is to be met. If the cancelling 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty is to be in­ 
sisted upon, of course England will be left 
to do as she pleases in the event of war, 
and it cannot be doubted that in that 
event she would consider it necessary to 
do the very thing which she cannot do 
while the treaty is in existence. It re­ 
mains, however, to be ascertained what 
Lord Granville will say in answer to Mr. 
Blaine. 


MINING MENTION. 
The extreme cold weather prevailing 
through this section for several days past 
has greatly interfered with miniDg opera­ 
tions by freezing the water. There is good 
skating on the reservoirs and lakes all 
through the upper part of the county.— 
[Nevada Transcript. 
The ledge in the Gold Flat Eureka con­ 
tinues as rich a3 ever, aud is about a foot 
thick. A specimen shown recently was 
heavily charged with fulphure'.a and free 
gold. The last crushing paid upwards of 
$60 a ton, and it is thought the next one 
will go still higher.—(Nevada Transcript. 
We understand that rich rock has re­ 
cently been struck in the Kelly mine, at 
Murphy’s Ridge, and that the indications 
for a rich mine appear more flattering than 
ever before. The mill for this mine is be­ 
ing pushed toward completion as fast]at the 
weather and other circumstances will per­ 
m it.—[Amador Dispatch. 
The Greenville Bulletin (Plumas county) 
of last week says : “ A good deal of placer 
miniDg has been done in Light’s canyon for 
a number of years past, but until very re­ 
cently no prospecting has been made for 
quartz ledges. On the west branch of the 
creek Johnson and Jackson have lately 
found a ledge which prospects very rich. 
Not much work has been done on it, but 
so far as they have gone, the vein is getting 
wider, and it is now about five feet thick. 
On the other, or east side of the stream, 
W. Morton has found several small 
veins that prospect high. This region, 
when fairly developed, will yet prove to 
be one of the most valuable mining dis­ 
tricts in the county. The placer claims 
have always yielded so well as to prevent 
any attention being given to quartz min­ 
iDg, but now that ledges are being found, 
that branch will receive the attention it 
deserves.”

Horror—An Engineer’s 
Story. 
New Yobk, January 16.—Frank Burr, 
engineer of the Tarry to vn train, which col­ 
lided with the Chicago express Friday even­ 
ing last, to-day madd a statement to Coroner 
Merkle : “ We left Tarry town at 6:40 P. M., 
five minutes behind the regular time, because 
of waiting for the Chicago express to pass. 
It went by Tarrytown at 6:35, and stopped 
at Spuyten Duyvil at 7:14, about a mile above 
Spuyten Duyvil station, and according to 
the time-card we were thirteen minutes be­ 
hind the Chicago express. After leavieg 
Spuyten Duyvil we entered a cut, going at 
a speed of eighteen to twenty miles an hour. 
There were uo danger or warning signals 
ahead of me, aud I passed on to the curve. 
Looking ahead I saw a flagman with a red 
and white light iu either hand. He was 
swinging the red light across and down the 
track. At the same time I saw the red light 
at the rear of train No. 6 liefore me. When 
I first saw the red light aud the flagman giv­ 
ing signals, he was not more than two car 
lengths ahead of me, and the train was not 
more than thirty-five feet distant from him. 
I bad a train of three cars, and immediately 
put on the air-brakes, reversed the engine 
and pulled th# throttle wide opeo, blew the 
whistle and jumped. I did all iu my power 
to come to a stop, but failed to do bo iu time 
to prevent the accident. I remained at my 
pos until the train stopped, and asristed in 
extricating the injured passengers. The 
engine smashed through the rear car.” 
Railroad Accident—One Man Killed mid 
Ar other Injared. 
C h a rlo tte y ille (Va.), January 16th.— A 
passenger train on the Virginia Midland 
Railroad ran into a slide last night, near 
Fahre’s Mills, killing the engineer, John 
Winton, of Alexandria, and badly hurting 
the fireman.

Chicago, January 16:h.—Saturday morn­ 
ing, according to mail advices from Lacrosse, 
Wis., a night train on the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road, while on the bridge across the 
Mississippi, was run into by a wild freight 
The second span of the bridge gave way, and 
five loaded cars fell into the river, with lum­ 
ber, coal and iron. The freight a.l belonged 
to the railroad company. Nobody was killed.

Sioux ClTv(la.), January 16th.—Inf rel­ 
ation ia received from u semi-official source 
that the Ceutral Pacific will not build east to 
the Missouri river, but only to the Wyoming 
ooal fields, and send a branch from the south 
to the Union Pacific line somewhere near 
Gri en r:ver, and take through passengers and 
freights there 
The same informant says the Southern Pa­ 
cific is making contracts for the tran-porta- 
tiou of California wheat to England and New 
Orleans at the same rate as was paid for all 
sea route. Wheat cars will be fitted up to 
carry emigrants west, and a fare of $30 from 
eastern points to California is promised. 
Boston, January 16th.—Agents of the fast 
freight lines, instead of receiving orders to ad­ 
vance freights, as they expected, were ordered 
to make quite a serious reduction. First 
class from Boston to Chicago is reduced from 
$45 to $30 ; second class, $32 to $25 ; fourth 
class, $26 to $20 ; fifth, $19 to $15. Before the 
war the rates were respectively $75, $60, $50 
and $40. The Ceutral Vermont and Grand 
Trunk rates are $20, $17, 811 and $11, re­ 
spectively. It is believed that the new ratee 
will remain in force until the cut rates con­ 
tracts have expired, and then the trunk line 
contracts will be in force. 
The Fifteenth Amendment In Illinois. 
S p r in g f i e l d , January 16th.—The State 
Supreme Court to-day rendered an opinion in 
a case from Adams county, begun in the 
Circuit Court o» information by quo war­ 
rant» by the Attornev-Geneial, assisted by 
ex-Govetnor John M. Palmer, iu the relation 
of John Longress against the Board of Educa­ 
tion of the city of Quincy. The Board had 
divided the city into eight districts for school 
purposes, and adopted a rule requiring col­ 
ored children to attend one school specially 
designated, and excluding them from schools 
in other districts. The Court holds that 
the regulations of the School Board are 
in violation of the statute of the State, 
which prohibits 
Directors and schcoi 
officers from making and enforcing any 
regulation which shall directly or indi­ 
rectly exclude any child from the public 
schouls on account of color. The Court 
says : “ The free schools i f the State are 
public institutions, and in their management 
aud control the law contemplates that they 
shall ba so managed that all children within 
the district, between the ages of 6 and 21 
years, regardless of race or color, shall have 
equal and the same rights to be derived 
therefrom,” and concludes by sayiog that the 
Quincy Board of Education had no right to 
make or inferes the rule comp’ained of iu the 
information. Judgment reversed and case 
remanded. 
The Secretaryship af the Interior. 
New Y ork, January 16:h.—The Graphic’s 
Washington special says : Despite the fre­ 
quent predictions to the contrary, it is settled 
beyond question that Sargeut will be made 
Secretary of the Interior. 
Chicago, January 16tb.—A special from 
Washington says : Unless those who are near­ 
est the President are mistaken, General Ar­ 
thur bas overcome any doubts he may have 
entertained as to the wisdom of making ex- 
Ssnator Sargent Secretary of the Interior, 
aud the appoiutment of tbat gentleman may 
be considered as definitely determined. The 
President did hesitate for some time, but it 
seems pretty certain that he no longer hesi­ 
tates. and will rLk the criticism in the party. 
Mr. Sargent spent many hours with the Presi­ 
dent last Thnrsday, and it is believed that at 
the interview Mr. Sargent was not only made 
acquainted with the President’s decision, but 
that the policy of the Administration as to 
Interior Department matters was oatlined. 
Clerks In the Postofflce Department. 
W ashington, January lG:b.—By resolu­ 
tion of the Senate, recently passed, the Post­ 
master-General was directed to furnish the 
Senate with a tabulated statement of the 
number of clerks in bis Department, and also 
to which State the number was credited. The 
: li-t has been c mpleted, and contains 442 
names. Of these 2 are from Colorado, 2 frrm 
O.egon and 3 from California. Th» District 
of Colombia has 85 Maryland 37, New York 
45, Pennsylvania 36. Virgiuia 30. 
A General I nder Arrest. 
W ashington, January 16th.—A letter has 
been received hy an army officer in this city 
fmm General Carr, in which the letter states 
that he is under arrest, and haa been ordered 
to Fort Grant for trial. Nothing is known 
here of the causes which led to placing th# 
General under arrest, except that they grew 
out of the Apache troubles last summer. The 
r-ier fo' an -«t « as issued by Gen-ral Will- 
c >x, c.-mma di ig the Department of Arizona, 
Chicago Presbyterians and P#Iycamy. 
Chicago, January 16tb.—The following 
was unanimou-ily adopted rn-day by the Pres­ 
byterian mi lacera: "We recognizs with 
grateful satiafaotion the increasing interest 


in the Mormon queston. We acknowledge 
a sense of shame at the public humiliation 
which the presence of this polygamous in­ 
iquity has brought upon the nation, and we 
join in the general indignant protest against 
its further toleration. We heartily indorse 
the call for a public meeting in this city, to 
give voice to the prevalent opinions, and 
commend it to the attention and attendance 
of all.” Tfcc-ae resolutions were unanimously 
passed. 
Five Convicts Drowned. 
L ittle Rook (Ark ), January 16th.—Five 
Penitentiary convicts were drowned in Fourch 
creek, five miles from this city, Saturday 
afternoon. They had been at work cutting 
wood, and being taken to the stockade, nine 
prisoners, who were working in the gang, were 
placed in a flat-bottomed boat to be taken 
across the bayou. When near the middle of 
the stream some of the occupants began rock­ 
ing the boat, and continued to do so until it 
sunk, carrying the nine men to the bottom. 
After the sinking of the boat the men came 
up, when four swam out, and the rest were 
drowned, although the guards made every 
effort to save them.

K ansas C ity (Mo), January 16th.— 
Frank Simons, of 410 West Fifth street, was 
found dead on the floor of his store this 
momiug with two terrible gashes in the back 
of the head and an ax lying near with the 
butt end covered with blood. Simons had 
considerable money, and from appearances 
he was making a loan when killed. His 
money was gone. Suspicion falls on Fitz- 
maurice, alias “ Wild Jack,” as he had quar­ 
reled with Simons.

GUITEAU'S 
SPEECH. 


The Associated Press has kindly for­ 
w arded G uiteau’s views in regard to his 
speech, and has enabled the public gener­ 
ally to read th at effort. 
I t is no doubt an 
exceedingly foolish affair, in fact a mere 
rehash of all the im pudent and silly things 
th e prisoner has been saying since th e trial 
began. 
W e do not, however, think th a t 
there is in it any conscious endeavor to 
exhibit im becility. W e are more convinced 
of G uiteau’s insanity than ever, after read­ 
ing it. 
T hat he is insane, we have been 
satisfied for a long tim e, and all these repe­ 
titions and all these bursts of inordinate 
vanity serve to confirm our belief on th at 
head. There ¡B certainly a sort of low cun­ 
ning and astucity in the man, and this is 
frequently found in madmen. 
H e has a 
magpie shrew dness and quickness, b u t all 
his ideas and views are extrem ely super­ 
ficial. 
H e has supposed throughout the 
trial th a t his m anners were influencing the 
jury favorably, and this belief is another 
evidence of his m ental alienation. 
W e 
have 
no 
doubt 
th a t 
he 
really 
re­ 
gards 
this 
speech 
as 
w hat he called 
it, namely, “ equal to one of Cicero’s.” 
To say th a t such a man can be sane strikes 
us as an abuse of language. 
The foolish 
legal doctrine of insanity, however, has led 
to tho setting up of the theory of his 
sanity as the sole alternative w ith acquit­ 
tal. 
The scientific and rational view would 
he th a t the man is at the same tim e insane 
and responsible. 
T h at he has know n all 
along the full consequences and im plica­ 
tions of w hat he was doing, and th a t there­ 
fore he onght to be held to precisely the same 
accountabilty as though he had been en­ 
tirely sane. 
W e do not th in k his speech 
was w orth the cost of transm ission, b u t it 
may be of some service in showing the 
actnal condition of his mind, though it cer­ 
tainly ought not to m ake anyone less 
desirous of seeing him prom ptly found 
guilty of m urder in the first degree, and as 
prom ptly taken out and hanged. 


A ' ‘SDN” FALSEHOOD. 


The New Y ork Sun has been a particu­ 
larly m alignant and unscrupulous defam er 
of ex-Senator Sargent. 
In pretending to 
explain why it calls him “ EtEgy Sargent,” 
it prints a falsehood of a characteristic 
kind. 
I t says : “ The incendiaries who 
"c rea ted a stuffed Sargent and burned it 
“ in a public place were his own constitu­ 
e n t s . ” 
Now this is a lie. 
The facts of 
the case are as follows : Congressman W ard 
introduced a m ining bill which, through a 
m istake of press or telegraph, was credited 
to Sargent. 
The bill was obnoxions to the 
m iners of Eureka, Nevada, and they it was 
who burned M r. Sargent in effigy for an 
ofiense which he had not com m itted.

say th a t be was burned by “ his own con­ 
stituents,” and to im ply th a t he did some 
thing which justified such a burning in 
e® gy> is to perpetrate the m eanest and 
basest kind of libel, and th a t is w hat the 
Sun has doue in this case. 
B ut when his 
enemies are driven to concoct such ra®ca!ly 
fables as this for the purpose of injuring 
him, it is a very sufficient proof th at they 
have no ju st ground of opposition to his 
appointm ent. 


SLANDEROUS 
STEANGEES. 


W e yesterday printed a letter from a 
lady who desired to record her protest 
against the statem ent m ade by W hittle, 
the revivalist, th a t this coast had been 
cursed by bad women. 
The assertion is 
certainly one which calls for reproof, for it 
is not true, and it is slanderous. 
W h at 
ideas Mr. W h ittle had in his m ind when 
he u ttered this injurious observation we 
have no means of knowing, b u t it is a fair 
presum ption th a t he obtained those ideas 
from some of the very pious persons by 
whom he has been surrounded since he 
came to California, for he certainly can 
possess no knowledge of his own on the 
subject. 
I t is indeed w orth recording th at 
the revival movem ent which has 
been 
going on of late in this city has been as­ 
sociated wit¿) quite a general attack upon 
the m ental and moral qualities of the 
people of California. 
F irst Mr. Brier de­ 
clared th a t Californians were too ignorant 
and stupid to be intellectual skeptics, and 
then Mr. W hittle flung an insult into the 
faces of all the women of 
th e Pacific 
coast. 
This is a novel mode of winning 
popular confidence and recom mending the 
gospel to the com m unity, and it deserves 
to be inquired into. 
W hat did M r. W hit- 
tle mean when he said th a t this coast had 
been cursed by bad women 1 
W ho are 
the bad women to whom he referred, and 
how, when and where have they “ cursed ’ 
the coast ? 
In the early tim es there were 
few or no women here a t alL 
In the days 
of the gold fever there were no doubt 
some female adventurers in California, and 
there have alw ays been perhaps as many 
abandoned women as can be found in other 
parts of the world. 
B ut if M r. W hittle 
m eant to say th a t there were a t this pres­ 
ent tim e, or had been for tw enty years 
past, more bad women on the Pacific coast 
than are to be found on the A tlantic 
coast, he has foully aspersed us, and he 
ought to m ake an apology as public as the 


insult. 
The probability is th a t this man has 
come hero full of the foolish lies which 
ignorant people in the Eastern ¡otates are 
in the habit of fabricating about Califor­ 
nia. 
I t is unfortunately still true th at 
a large proportion of our E astern friends 
believe th a t all Californians 
wear 
red 
shirts, 
tuck their pantaloons into their 
boots, 
sling a couple of navy revolvers 
and a large-sized 
bowie-knife at their 
waists, and demand a “ m an for break- 
“ fast” every m orning of their lives. 
I t is 
possible th at to m ake the picture thoroughly 
harmonious our women are supposed to be 
m ostly female gamblers and the mistresses 
or 
wives of 
highwaymen and 
“ cow- 
“ boys,” and th at the feminine sentim ent 
favors powerful cocktails, profuse slaDg, 
horse-ridiDg in th e Sandwich Island fash­ 
ion, shootiDg-matches on Sunday mornings, 
and balls on Sunday evenings. 
This prob­ 
ably is the kind of picture of California 
which Mr. W h ittle painted for himself, 
and we can only hope, 
for the credit of 
his associates here, th a t he did no t obtain 
any of his false and slanderous notions 
from them . 
Even if this be the explana­ 
tion of his m isrepresentations, however, it 
cannot be regarded as excusing him. 
For 
a man in his position is peculiarly hound 
to speak the tru th , and to avoid false 
statem ents of all kinds, and it is very cer­ 
tain th at he m ight have ascertained by a 
very little inquiry th a t he was not ju sti­ 
fied iu asserting w hat he did. 
A nd it will naturally suggest itself to 
the reflecting m ind th a t a person who3e 
statem ents of m atters of fact are so utterly 
u ntrustw orthy can scarcely be the re­ 
cipient of im plicit confidence in regard 
to deeper and more difficult questions. 
A 
man so prone to m ake loose and erroneous 
assertions even respecting m atters which 
he could ascertain the tru th concerning 
easily, m ay be suspected of jum ping to 
conclusions w ith 
equal haste and bad 
judgm ent in other p articu lars. A m an, too, 
who professess to 
be 
an exponent of 
C hristian doctrine, and who has at the 
very outset of his m issionary w ork com­ 
m itted so gross and flagrant a violation of 
th at doctrine as expounded by St. Paul in 
the th irteen th 
chapter of 
Corinthians, 
stands discredited as a teacher and guide. 
I t seems to have struck him as of little 
account th a t he should fasten a wicked 
aud base libel upon the women of the 
Pacific coast, so long as the perpetration of 
this calum ny furnished an excuse or pal­ 
liation for the fruitlessness of the labors of 
his kind. 
I t is indeed not uncommon for 
those who preach doctrines against which 
the sense of the public is beginning to 
rebel, to account to them selves for their 
failure by impeaching the intelligence or the 
morals of the com m unity. 
I t is not un­ 
usual, b u t it has never y et been productive 
of fortunate results for the cause so sought 
to be assisted. 
The women of California are in all re­ 
spects the peers of any women w ithin the 
sphere of Mr. W h ittle’s acquaintanee, but 
they are perhaps less inclined to take every­ 
thing on tru st. 
The intellectual atmos 
phere of this coast is stim ulating, and 
women ap well as men are set upon inquiry 
in regard to many things which their moie 
phlegm atic sisters at th e E ast accept w ith­ 
out thinking. 
I t is possible th a t this 
tendency, which is no donbt em barrassing 
to those who have propositions to offer 
which will not bear exam ination, may have 
offended Mr. W h ittle and some of his 
reverend friends. 
B ut this could not give 
him the right to libel all our women as he 
has doue, and in fact nothing can justify 
such sweeping and injurious language as 
he employed. 
A ssuredly it is not by such 
m ethods th a t the people of California can 
be persuaded into accepting the hysterical 
sensationalism of traveling revivalists as 
the last word on religion. 
The only result 
of such unw orthy aspersions can be to 
stiffen unbelief, and to disgust even those 
who have been professors of C hristianity 
previously. 
Mr. W h ittle in short has 
made a very serious m istake in this m atter. 


A 
TYPICAL 
CASE. 


T he case of N earny, who is charged 
w ith deserting h ij wife aud family and 
eloping w ith another woman, is in some 
respects sufficiently typical to afford a 
useful illustration. 
I t appears th a t this 
man is a skillful m echanic, and th a t he 
has alw ays been able to command work 
a t good wages. 
H e had a wife and five 
children, and it was his duty, aud should 
have been his chief pleasure also, to pro­ 
vide for them , to m ake a comfortable home 
for them , and to play the part of a sober 
and industrious citizen. 
B ut he became 
infected w ith the disease called K earney ism. 
H e 
frequented 
the 
San 
Francisco 
w ard clubs, and found th a t he could talk 
freely, and 
th at his 
style of 
talking 
pleased his associates. 
Then 
be 
was 
seized w ith political am bition. 
Doubtless 
he believed th a t he was fitted for some 
high office. 
Probably he looked forw ard 
to elevation a t th s hands of the w orking­ 
men. 
H e became a Sandlot orator. 
H e 
neglected his work, his wife, and his chil­ 
dren. 
They were forced to take refuge in 
• mean aod miserable hovel on th e tide- 
m arth a t Oakland, 
There he retreated 


when his useless and mischievous day 
had 
come 
to 
an 
end. 
H e 
ceased 
to 
care 
for 
industrious 
and 
steady 
work. 
H e 
was 
wrapped 
up 
in 
the Sandlot. 
H e aspired to be a leader of 
m ea ; and meanwhile he showed his in­ 
competence to govern his own household. 
W ho has not know n cases of this kind ? 
W ho is not acquainted w ith th e scrub 
politician who neglects h¡3 wife and family, 
lets them go half-fed and half-clothed, 


tuds into debt w ith the butcher and baker 
and grocery storekeeper, 
abandons his 
livelihood, loafs around the corner-groeery, 
and all th a t he may m eddle and m uddle in 
politics, and be employed perhaps to do 
the d irty w ork of some bolder and more 
successful “ w orker,” who will drop him 
the m oment he has served his turn ? 
W e 
all know th e type, and we all know w hat 
comes of the program m e. 
D estitution, 
perhaps 
drunkenness, 
reproaches, 
per­ 
haps brutality, growing indifference, and 
at length cruel and sham eful desertion. 
Y et how m any Nearnj*s are there who 
tbruBt 
them selves 
w ith 
characteristic 
effrontery into ail local politics; 
who 
lift 
brassy 
voices 
in 
authoritative 
fashion at all corcer-grocery m eetings; 
who are eager and willing to undertake 
any office in the commonwealth ; who think 
them selves the peers of any m a n ; and 
notw ithstanding all th is are th e 
most 
worthless m em bers of 
the community. 
They have money for w hisky, b ut none for 
the rent. 
They can afford themselves 
decent clothes to m ake a respectable ap­ 
pearance among their political friends ; but 
they are not ashamed to let their wives 
and children go ragged and barefoot. They 
are prepared to adm inister the finances of 
the country ; bu t they cannot pay their own 
debts. 
They are full of projects for the 
im provem ent of the condition of Labor ; 
b ut they refuse to do a stroke of work 
them selves. 
And the N earnys w ant office 
too, as this one did, and w ith such records 
they even secure the promise of place, as 
this one did. 
I t is a pity the N earnys do 
not know the estim ate the world puts 
upon them , b u t it is a still greater pity 
th at anything in our institutions should 
foster such a class.

H ouse o f R e p re se n ta tiv e s. 
W ashington, January 16:h.—Robeson, im­ 
mediately after the reading cf the journal, 
called up, as a privileged question, the report 
from the Committee on Rules submitted by 
him Thursday, increasing the membership of 
the various committees. 
A point of order was raised by Towr sand 
and Burrows, th at the call of Stales for bills 
could not be interfered with. 
The Speaker overruled the point of orcey 
holding that a privileged question took pre­ 
cedence of the call of States. 
Burrows raised the question of considera­ 
tion, and the House decided not to consider 
the question cf privilege at present.

By Belford—Restoring to the public do­ 
main and opening to settlement the lands in 
Colorado lately occupied by the Uncompahgre 
tribe of W hite River Utes. 
By I’arwell of Illinois—To repeal the law 
imposing a tax on bank capital and deposits, 
and also repealing the tax on bank stamps 
and matches.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


A V oluminous Case.—T here had last 
evening been 114 witnesses examined in the 
Gold R un debris case, on trial before Judge 
Temple. 
The official report of the testimony, 
which is written out from the stenographer’s 
notes from day to day, now makes 11,500 
pages of legal cap. 
This is nearly all bound, 
and to date makes forty volumes, each an 
inch and one-half in thickness. 
Tne case has 
now been on trial forty three days. 
As the 
report makes nearly a volume for each day, 
and it is anticipated that the end will not be 
reached before the 1st of February or later, 
the entire report, including arguments, will 
probably make about sixty volumes.

alone reach about $12,000,

They employ any and every means to ob­ 
tain knowledge of the affairs of each house­ 
hold. 
T heir vigilance is not exceeded by 
th a t of the w ell-trained Jesuit. 
G reat care 
is exercised to w ithdraw th e rising genera­ 
tion of Mormon descent from the influence 
of the G entile youth, lest their morals be 
corrupted. 
B ut w ith all th eir careful 
training, they have failed to imbue them 
w ith adm iration of the tithing system or a 
desire to m arry according to the Endow- 
m ent-H onse rite. 
The Mormon servant- 
girl has learned from her G entile m istress 
th at m arriage m ust be performed law fully 
to render her children legitim ate. 
W hen 
a couple emerge from the Endowment- 
House, after having been duly annointed, 
robed and m umbled over by the priests, 
they are given no certificate of m arriage, 
and have no proof to show to the w orld 
th a t a m arriage ceremony has taken place. 
Consequently the larger part of the Endow ­ 
m ent-H ouse marriages are of parties from 
distant settlem ents or of 


THE PLURALITY SORT, 
W hich are now kept very quiet because of 
the strong sentim ent against polygamy. 
Y et plurality of wives is so universal th at 
even the houses have a double appearance. 
They seem to have been started, in their 
earlier and purer days, w ith about four 
rooms, built of adobe. 
Then, as the desire 
for concubines took possession of the old 
man, he would build on one or tw o more 
rooms, according to his means or libera'ity. 
The idea th a t a man m ust bo possessed of 
w orldly goods w herew ith to endow each 
new “ wom an” he “ takes” is entirely erro­ 
neous. 
The only possessions he needs are 
courage, brutality and lust. 
One authenti­ 
cated case has been observed where a man 
brought to his one room, already occupied 
by a wife and four children, a second wife. 
The women counted the boards of the 
rough, unpainted floor, and divided the 
houBe and its contents, barring the off­ 
spring, equally, each owning halt of the 
cooking stove, etc. 
In th a t alm ost incom­ 
prehensible m anner lived th at barbarian 
until the tw o women had borne him six­ 
teen children, and still continues thus to 
live w ith those th at death and tim e have 
spared. I t is not unusual for a man to live 
w ith tw o wives in three room s,w ith a fam­ 
ily of fifteen or tw enty children. 
U nder 
these circum stances it is not strange th a t 
the death rate among children in this city 
is som ething startling. 
W hen a Mormon 
concludes th a t his interests ia paradise are 
on a short m argin he looks about for some 
woman who is willing to

A little by becoming his m istress, or 
“ goiDg in ” second wife. 
If the first wife 
consents to indorse his celestial am bi­ 
tion, it will be all the b etter for her 
soul, and perhaps he can drag her up a 
little nearer his own pure fp-rifc; if ehe 
objects it don’t m atter ; the soothing influ­ 
ence of the holy oiling will relieve his con­ 
science, and he has a right to cxsct obedi­ 
ence from her, even if it takes violence to 
do it. 
Occasionally there is a woman who 
don’t care if the old man dots not get any 
higher th a n she expects to go, anil m akes 
her refusal unpler.santly em püatic. 
In one 
case of the la tte r tore the aspirant for celes­ 
tial honors íouiui suca a hornet’s neat 
about his cars at ffoe m ention of a second 
woman, th a t he concluded strategy would 
be the wiser course ; so he w alked through 
the Endow m ent Hou-:e one day w ith bis 
inam orita, and did not m ention the fact at 
home. 
As often as possible he was com­ 
pelled to visit th e 
“ lodge” or was de­ 
tained “ on business.” 
T h at state of af­ 
fairs continued several m onths, until finally 
THE SHARP-WirrED WIFE 
W as convinced th a t her husband was play­ 
ing false, and followed him one night, 
Finding him in the arm s of the “ second,” 
she inspired the movable furniture of the 
room w ith such a reckless and dashing 
spirit th a t the occupants didn’t take much 
tim e to consider the order of th eir leaving. 
M arching the som ewhat bewildered spouse 
to his home, she found a w ell-sharpened 
kitchen-knife, aud holding it above his 
cow ardly heart m ade him take such oaths 
of faithfulness th a t he never more dared 
seek a higher seat in paradise. Perhaps the 
m ost revolting form this disgusting religion 
exhibits, is th a t which teaches women th at 
adultery is holy and secures rew ard from God. 
If a lecherous old Bishop covets the wife 
of his neighbor, he directly begins to work 
upon her religious sensibilities, and infuses 
her mind w ith the desire to secure for her­ 
self greater favor in God’s sight and a 
higher position near the great w hite throne. 
Thi3 can be accomplished by m arrying, or 
being “ sealed,” to him in the secrecy of 
the Endow m ent House. 
She consents at 
last, believing him to be one of God’s 
chosen, to sit upon His right hand through 
eternity. 
The lustful old w retch knows 
his argum ents would not avail w ith the 
wronged husband, and binds her to perfect 
secrecy.

Is perm itted, the G entile elem ent having 
m ade their disgust so pronounced ; but 
there are m any outlying settlem ents in the 
territo ry where th e Mormon religion is so 
solid th a t a G entile’s life wonld be taken 
w ithout scruple who dared express dissent­ 
ing views. 
The evil has gained much 
deeper root and is w ider spread thau the 
outside world supposes. 
The ignorant, 
superstitious, foreign-born peasants, who 
comprise th e population, cannot be reached 
by public teaching or through th e press. 
Crime is juetice to them if commanded by 
the inspired apostle. There are no common 
schools. 
I t would not be for the interest 
oí a religion based upon superstition 
to 
educate the masses. 
Tney are prepared to 
live w ith little or no help from others than 
their own people, having been admonished 
by Brigham YouDg from the first to raise 
every thing necessary to eat, 
drink and 
wear. They are prepared to weave “ home­ 
spun,'' and to this day would wear wooden 
shoes if compelled to buy leather from the 
Gentiles. 
Before leather was tanned here 
Brigham himself wore the wooden those 
as an exam ple to his followers th a t they 
m ust live upon th eir own resources. 
How 
to r e * h such a fanatical yet practical 
people is a question which is puzzling the 
brains of m any good men and women who 
witness and deplore the ev.ls of th e r in­ 
famous practices.

Testimony for the Defense—Evidence of 
a Miner, a Banker, a Physician 
and a Civil Engineer. 


Tbe debria case was resumed yesterday at 9:30 a. 
U , Judge Temple presiding. 
Jim C. Pierson, County Surveyor, was recalled 
and a*ked by Mr. Call in to identify certain maps 
and profiles made under his direction. 
He also 
testified in regard to the am ount of water in the 
tule in Yolo county during the floods of 1832 and 
1878. The water attained a greater bight in tbe tule 
in 1802 than it has since. 
Witness described the 
surreys made by him in the Yolo basin from Sacra­ 
m ento to tbe Montezuma hills. 
Daniel C. W ebster sworn for the defense. (To Mr. 
Byrne)—Live at Velcanoville, in El L orado county, 
and have since 1853. 
Been in th at section since 
1S50. Very fovr men were engaged mining on the 
divide then, but from 10,000 to 15,000 men obtained 
supplies from Georgetown in 1853. 
Above Yolcano- 
rille there are some 50 or 60 slides, large and small 
One above Pilot creek is some three-fourths of a 
mile long and 40 rods wide, and of an average depth 
of 20 feet. 
One is further up en the north sile of 
the South Fork, of at lo ist 40 acres, b at I never 
measured it. 
It is about 1,500 feet long and 100 feet 
deep. 
Another is on the Mid lie Fork of the Middle 
Fork. 
It is at least 40 acres, bu t not so deep as 
some. A nother is on the aide of Mount Gregory, id 
three-fourth* of a mile long and one fourth of a 
mile wide, and from 10 to 20 feet deep. 
An .thcr is 
a t where Volcanoviile canyon empties into the 
river. 
It lias gone out, in part, 200 feet deep. 
It 
is a mile long. 
I’ve acsn others still higher up on 
the Middle and ®outh Fork. 
I've seen them at a 
distance. 
Around Volcanoviile arc a num ber of 
small ones. These slides on the South Fork expose 
soft g ran ite; on the Middle Fork it is slate. This 
exposure washes continually, and forms common 
sand, and it goes into the South Fork, and from 
there to the Middle Fork, and I suppose must roach 
the Sacramento. That which will eorne in the 
future into the river will be very heavy material 
and hard to work o jt. 
That recently deposited, 
say within five or six years, is heavy. 
It is now in 
the bed of the Middle Fork. That bed has been 
fliled for eight miles, on an average to a depth of 
30 feet. 
Where deep pools and riffles were, now 
is all filled up. 
Above Ford’s liar, uear the 
m outh 
of 
O tter creek, the fill is 40 feet, 
f know of instances where this material has re- 
eem entcd in the bed of the river. 
In working this 
m aterial the second time it has to be blasted with 
powder. This material is almost as compact as it 
was in its natural or original bed. 
Have seen shafts 
sunk to a depth of fifty feet in this debris filling, 
and it has been found to be as compact as was the 
original bed of the river. The Middle Fork, at Vol­ 
canoviile, when tbe river is full, is 125 yards wide. 
Vast qu rarities of water flows through this river 
during flood times with quite a strong current. 
Cross-examination (by Mr. H art)—Volcanoviile is 
situated between the Middle Fork of the American 
river and O tter creek. 
The early mining on the 
Georgetown divide was very extensive, and there 
were at least 15,000 iflen engaged in the working of 
the p acer ravines and gulches in th at region, 
tfhero were very few gravel deposits worked in the 
early days. The proportion of gravel in the material 
of the early mining was not more than ten per cent, 
of tbe who e. There was in the neighborhood of 
4,000,000 cubic yards worked off in the early mining 
in the neighborhood of Volcanoviile. There has been 
perhaps 1,(X)0V000 cubic yards removed by the hy­ 
draulic process at th at poiut. 
The material moved 
in the hydraul c names is mostly heavy gravel and 
bowlders. 
On the surface we And a few feet of red 
earth and volcanic ash. 
In some places the 
gravel deposit is capped with a heavy layer of hard 
lava. 
The Dardanelles mine is c n the opposite side 
of the river from Volcanoviile, about a mile and a 
half below. 
Witness described the channel of the 
river in the neighborhood of Volcanoviile, the falls, 
riffles, and depth of the ffliing. The river began to 
grade itself in 1S58. 
All the natural falls and riffles 
have been covered to a great depth, and the river 
now presents an even, regular grade. Tim Darda­ 
nelles dump has forme 1 a dam in the river, and 
stopped tbe flow of debris from above. 
When the 
river U low opposite the Dardanelles dam p the 
water runs on the bi Dorado Side. The material of 
th at 
dump is bowlders, 
cobbles, 
gravel and 
sand. 
S^rne of the 
bcwlders 
in that mine 
weigh a great many tons. The canyons putting into 
the river in the neighborhood discharge m atter into 
the river th at is very heavy, and when set loose rolls 
In to the river without aid. The river has been 
graded, not below Ford’s Bar, but from there up It 
has ao far as there has been any hynraulic mining. 
That is, the holes have been filled up, and the water 
runs faster in places, and smoother all along, over 
a racWe even grade. The river is wider, spread over 
more ground, and is filled up. 
I’ve seen rocks in 
the dam (that begins the fall of 30 feet) weighing 
500 pounds, more or less. Think the first slide I de­ 
scribed was in the winter of 1861-2. 
No mining 
was going on thon. 
Where it occurred, the moun­ 
tain side was covered with trees. The river bad 
been rising rapidly, then stopped almost suddenly, 
and then came in a great volume, bearing tree*, 
debri-i, etc. After that we saw where the slide had 
taken plate. The next slide, on the Middle Fork of 
the Middle Fork, was the sanie winter. Saw the ef­ 
fect* of it. Ordinarily the si dcs go right away— 
wash down the river. Very litt e of the material 
of 
the 
slides 
is 
there 
now. 
The other 
Slide 
at 
the 
m outh 
of 
Volcanoviile 
canyon 1 measured, bu t did not mathematically 
e&tima'e the cubio yards. 
I saw that slide. I t was 
a mile long, 200 feet deep and upwards at tbe head, 
and narrow at the foot. 
It went out slowly ; was all 
winter going out. 
It nearly all went down the 
river. 
Slid- * have occurred that did not carry much 
rock cr cob LI 2. 
There arc plenty of places on the 
cuts where you cm dig 100 feet and not strike 
a rock. 
Plenty oí placea reveal only pipe-clay and 
lava clay. 
'I he material from the slide that took 
place in 1831-62 wont down the river in th at season. 
From Volca ovil edown, I don’t think the grade of 
the river will exceed twenty feet to the mile. 
D m ’t 
think 1 ever saw the current run twenty-four miles 
an hour. The serpentine bolt is composed of soap- 
B tone.steiti c, etc. 
1 can’t describe its geological 
formation. 
Redirect—The Middle Fork and North 
Fork are about of a size. 
Kecross-exam ¡nation— 
Saw places when 1 went up the river, in 1852-53, 
where there had been great slides—miles in ex'ent 
—bnt I saw no evidences of recent slides. 
At Yan­ 
kee Slido the m ountainside had broken down m 
the past for three quarters of a mile. 
Have seen 
many of these ancient elides. 
Think I could easily 
find fifty, and some of them very large. 
K. G. Snea’h, sworn for defense. (To Mr. Bel- 
•her)—I live in i'an Mateo county and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Came to California in the spring of 1850. 
Fortw euty years was a n ero h a n t; since then a 
fanner aud banker. 
Merchandised all over the 
S ta te ; ia Sacramento ten years, Salt Lake, Red 
Bluff, PlacerviUe, etc. 
Own lands in the State ; 
most in one place is in San Mateo county—2,SOO 
acres, ’i hat land drains into the bay of San Fran­ 
cisco. The vrash of th at land, ami th e effect of 
8tormB, is into the bay. 
It is a sandy soil, and the 
wash is to the bay. 
I can’t plow it, only to get it 
into perm anent grasps. 
I've made a sketch of one 
ravine, showing its wash into the bay. The ravine 
is 2,350 feet long at the place of greatest wash. 
Di­ 
vided in t • f^ur sections show the branches. 
No. 1 
is the main body of the ravine. 
In six years past- 
the wa-h m the ravine has been observed by me. At 
a foot bridge there it was six feet wide and six feet 
deep It is now 168 fret wide and 66 feet deep on the 
average. Directly above it the ravine is about tho 
tam e shape as it was before. 
The plowing of the 
land along the sides has undoubtedly deposited 
there. 
In 
the 
sum m er 
very 
little water 
runs in the ravine. 
(Witness described the wash, 
the cave of the banks and the flow of the sand into 
the bay.) To stop the deposit he built a dam across 
th e lower point of the ravine. The deposit is sedi­ 
menta*}’, and includes redwood stumps, twigs, 
braccbr-s, etc., and these he had found th ir’y feet 
below the surface. 
The entire amount of material 
carried out—the total wa h—he placed at three 
times 62,000 cubic yards» The latter figure was the 
w.i^h for 1 he last six years. The deposit went upon 
the low lanes along the bay. The grade in my ravine 
in probably ten feet in the firs* 800 feet above the 
dam. 
In the w inter n considerable stream run-» 
through Lux A Miller's lands uear there, in Lux’s 
▼alley. 
The grade is 
very l ght. 
There has 
been 
no 
wash 
in 
the 
valley, 
but 
from 
the hill sides the valley has been 
filled up. 
I have seen two fences covered up in th at valley. 
They have had to raise the railroad several times. 
It was raised several feet during the past year. 
Mr. 
Lux’s house ia situated ju st east of the railroad ash- r 
distase?. The house originally stood on a side hill, 
b u t the filling of the valley by debriB has been to 
such an extent that the house now stands in the 
center of a basin. 
All of this fi ling is the result of 
natural wash which is mostly attributable to agri­ 
culture. The cultivation of the soil is tbe principal 
cause «-f natural wash. 
In some places the natural 
eoi>, wh n plowed, washes to such an extent t at 
the land is soon destroyed. I am acquainted with 
the tim ber beit of Tehama and Butte counties. The 
companies w ith which 1 am interested cut annually 
from fifteen to forty millions of feet of lumber. 
The denuding of the forests and the construction of 
logging walks has added greatly to the natural 
wash. 
Have cattle on my place in Fan Mateo 
county. 
Cattle in traveling usually follow in line, 
form trail®, and the winter rains cully out those 
trails, and on my place there are some ol those trails 
th at have washed out to the depth of several feet 
Cross-examination (to Mr. B u t)—Know th at in 
San Mateo the cc.'an lias formed sand hills of sea 
beach van 1. The land and soil I described is not 
all sea beach sand, bu t other material. There is a 
Blight adm ixture of clayey m atter. The soil of the 
Sacrament.» valley is much ra* re alluvial. A stream 
in San Mateo on ray place would carry some sand 
all the time. 
Plowing did not cause the wash in the 
bottom of the sixty six feet gully or ravine. 
Plow­ 
ing was baa on the sides. P.owing 0 1 the sides 
wi 1 increase the wash, for a broader stream will 
wash out on plowed sides faster. Don’t th'nk a 
stream washes most oa the bottom. That stream 
he referred to is a small one, and the wash was 
caused more by caving in than by wash at the bot­ 
tom. 
Have seen sand-bars th at have f mned at the 
m onth of the American river. 
A stream like the 
Sacramento on his San Mateo ranch, on the sandy 
part, would wash it bad y. Don’t know* as it would 
wash the whole ranch away. 
Have seen caves of 
th e b in k s o f the Sacramento and American rivers. 
Think oj my place the percolation through the soil 
occasioned the bank caves. Think a like cause ex­ 
ists on the rivers named. 
The stream oa the ravine 
on his place described, in sum m er will not discharge 
a barrel of water an hour. 
The deposit from the 
wash is not clear sand ; not sand enough to make 
good m ortar. 
My land has a slope, mostly, and 
moat of the valleys on it is enough to carry off some 
of the soil annua'fly by washes, if cultivated. Can 
cultivate but little of it w ithout i s w ashing. 
I 
never plowed it but once. The soil is fit to plow, but 
it is not economic to plow hilly land and lose enough 
of the soil annually to more than equal the product. 
Think that soil o*: his place will resist natural wash 
as well as the soil of the Sacramento valley. 
Question—Bo you know of any place on the 
Sacramento river, or its tributaries,‘where there has 
been any considerable wash where there has been 
no mining? 
A nsw er-The American show s it right at its 
m outh. Ye?, there ia mining above it. 
Have seeu 
the S-cramento muddy from tbe m outh of tho 
Feather up to Red Biuff, in the winter season of the 
year. 
Q 
Eo you testify to th at as certainly as to any 
other f xct you have testified to ? 
Objected to by defense. 
Q .- On the upper Sacramento river w h it wash 
have you seen) w hat fences and islands covered 
by >1 ? 
A.—J have seen deposita on tbe lands of Mr. Par­ 
r o tt 
« 


Q.—Does not th at all come from the Cherokee 
mine 
A.—Think my knowledge was prior to that. 
I 
ref .r to wash along the banks. 
Have seeo it and 
heard him say so. 
Think it is not the fact th at the 
river there, along the P arrott grant,'is clear summer 
and w inter since earliest 
time?. 
In the win­ 
ter the river has a muddy, yellowish color; not 
muddy as the Feather, though. 
Never ex­ 
amined to 
see 
the 
depth 
of 
the fill on 
the upper Sacramento, nor have I taken samples of 
the water to see w hat it carr.ed in suspension. 
I have drank the water. 
I thiuk there is much 
cleau sand in the alluvial soil of the Sacramento 
valley. The soil on my place is very light and 
floats easily in water. 
It washes cff very readily, 
bu t do not think it washes any easier than the soil 
in the Sierra Nevada range. The heavy wash on 
m y place is about half a mile from the source of the 
stream running through my farm. 
[Witness de­ 
scribed four different stream s on his place, and esti­ 
m ated the am ount in cubic yards of the natural 
wash made by eacb.j 1 have a reservoir at the 
head of the largest of those stream s. The am ount 
of water contained in the stream s during the rainy 
season is not large. 
(Witness described tee moving 
of tbe sandy soil on his place by the wind. J The sur­ 
face soil on my place is not sand, 
band uuderlies 
tbe s >il. 
The soil is very light, and 
washes 
and floats cff in 
water very readily. 
Where 
I 
describe the 
principal 
wash 
in my place 
the 
soil 
is 
of 
a 
sandy 
character. 
My 
land is quite hilly. 
I am not u miner, and own no 
interests in mines. 
I own stock in the Merchants' 
Exchange Bank, and th at bank owns pretty much 
all of the stock of the Polar ¿star mine. 
That bank 
also owns largely in the Southern Cross, a t Dutch 
Flat. They also own largely in mines in Amador, 
Plum as and Shasta counties. 
Within the last ten 
years the denuding of the tim ber in Butte and other 
counties has been very extensive. 
[Witness de­ 
scribed the tim ber belt of the Sierras and the ex­ 
ten t of lumbering. 
Most of witness* tim ber-cut­ 
ting was on Battle and Antelope creeks, and they 
were moderately clear. The flume water to Red 
Bluff is moderately dear.] Probably more cattle 
and sheep are on the m oun'ains on the upper Sacra­ 
mento than on the mountains below the upper Sac­ 
ram ent \ 
Have seen sheep being driven up from 
Red Bluff to Big Meadows, which arc on the other 
side. 
Battle creek heads at the foot of Lassen’s 
Peak, and runs through gorges to the Sacramento 
river. 
There are mountains on both sides of that 
creek. Antelope creek is situat ed about the same. 
Tcere are many sue!* streams Mill creek, Deer 
creek, Pit river, etc., all running to the Sacra­ 
ment», and all running through a mountainous 
country. 
[ Witness was examined at length relative 
to his familtari y with the catchment area and drain­ 
age of the region of the upper Sacramento along 
the streams named, and as to the natural wash.} 
The Court cheeked the prosecution on this cross­ 
exam ination, as not being croai-examinatiou. 


DR. JAMES SIMPSON, 
Sworn. 
Direct examination (by W. C. Belcher)—I 
am a physician and a resident of San Francisco. 
Came to California in 1858 
Have been a practicing 
physician for 23 years. 
First practiced in the State 
of Maine. 
At Timbuctoo I practiced for five years, 
and at Crass Valley for six years. 
Am a member of 
the Board of Health of San Francisco, and belong 
to several medical societies. 
I am Professor of 
Therapeutics in the University of California. 
Tim- 
bactoo and Smartsville are very near each other. 
There 
was 
quite 
an 
increase 
of 
typhoid 
fever during 
the last few 
years I was in 
Grass Valley. 
I practiced along on all the bars 
of the 
Yuba aud Bear rivers. 
During 185S 
and 1853 there was always along those rivers 
much malaria fever each fall, interm ittent and 
rem ittent. 
In 
1S59 
it 
was very fatal. 
In 
1861-2, when tho material was spread out over the 
soil, the fevers were less fatal, and he attributed it to 
the distribution of the gravel over the soil and the 
arresting of decomposition. In his judgm ent the 
m aterial when it leaves the mine contains little or 
no elements of malarial fever, as it has in it little or­ 
ganic m a tte r; but after passing down the rivers, 
and being mixed with organic m atter and drainage 
and filth of cries and towns, it will have the ele­ 
m ents of m a’aria, and the result is typhoid fever, 
which is a filth disease | reduced by filth 
The de­ 
composition creates germs, which, in ferm ent, 
multiply, and lienee the distribution of zymotic 
diseases, as typhoid ft ver, 
diphtheria, cholera, 
diarrlifjL‘1, dysentery, yellow fever and others, all 
filth diseases, or so classed. On the first settlem ent 
of a new c rantry you have nothing but decaying 
vegetable m atter, and hencG malarial disease ; but 
vou add to tho soil afterward firth, animal excreta, 
drainage, sewage, etc., and then corno all the dis 
eases classed as filth diseases. 
Typho malarial 
is supposed 
to 
bo 
malarial 
in 
its origin, 
bu t 
has 
a character also of 
filth 
disease. 
It is not a term commonly used. 
In San Francisco 
it ii a term we do not use, bu t I hear that it is fre­ 
quently uted in Sacramento. 
In a city or a densely 
populated community where thereto poor or insuf- 
ficlent drainage or sewerage, the water in wells 
would be rendered unfit for use. 
Tho soil would 
contain so much poisonous m aterial th at th e water 
would be impregna ed with poisonous germs. 
W it­ 
ness referred to Dr. Hatch’s report to tbe State 
Board of Health referring to the sanitary condition 
of the city of Sacr miento. The report was for 1879, 
and was addre.-sod to the Governor. 
From th at re­ 
port, Btating the condition of the cesspools and sew­ 
erage of tbe city, I should judge the condition of 
the soil v as very bad, sodden with tilth, and all 
well water would be unfit for domestic purposes. 
The rising of water in such a soil [citing authorities] 
is to contaminate the atmosphere and produce filih 
diseases, by carrying the germs into the air. 
Under 
germ theory they can develop on top of a hill if filth 
is there sufficiently, or animal excreta. 
Have 
found filth diseases* on m ountain tops in Nevada 
county, where there w’ere no possible means of its 
being brought there by contagion. It was because of 
vaults and stables above and contaminating well 
water, and because of local filth sufficient. 
Recess.

A fte rn o o n S e ssio n . 
Direct-examinati -n of Dr. James Simpson re­ 
sumed. Mr. Belcher called the attention of witness 
to the report of Dr. Hatch ou the sew’erage of Sac­ 
ram ento for 1879, and also a repoi t f »r 1880, and 
read from the latter, describing the drainage of the 
city, condemning the system of uncemented cess­ 
pools, the throwing of slops en the surface of the 
ground, the digging of pits for privies left open to 
be filled up when partly full and new ones dug, tbe 
digging of cesspools in cellars, the erection of in. 
efficient water-closets all which has been going on 
in Sacramento since 1852. That in th at time vast 
numbers of cesspools have been sunk, and also of 
privy vats, an.l vast numbers covered over and new 
ones'dug, m some cases a-s high as sixty-four may be 
dug per block for 
use of the families living 
on a block. 
Als>, leading 
from 
tbe report 
relative to the sewers of the city, thc-ir fall 
per block, the o ram age canal, etc. These m atters 
being read to witness, Mr. Belcher was about to ask 
witness w h it m ust be the result of such a system in 
a city like Sacramento, when Mr. Cadwaloder ob 
jectcd. 
Mr. Belcher also made a brief statem ent of 
w hat was testified to by City Surveyor Bassett con­ 
cerning the sewer system or plat of the city, the 
num ber of sewers, ’heir character, the exclusion of 
solid excreta from the sewers, the mate rial of which 
constructed, the fall of drains, their num ber, direc­ 
tion, course, etc., and then asked witness what he 
would say m ust f o’low such a svstem. Mr Cadwal- 
ader objected. Overruled. 
Witness replied that 
such a syetem could only result In saturation of the 
oil by noxious m oisture, no steps being taken to 
prevent any other result. Such m ust result from 
uncem ented sewers and cesspools, earth-bottom e 1 
drains, retention of exc eta in pita, etc. 
Under the 
germ theory the 
poison Í9 carried in water, 
and if w ater is U3ed will be carried to the hu­ 
m an 
system. 
Red 
Bluff, 
Tehama, 
Orovllle, 
Colusa. Marysvil’e, Nevada, Gra£3 Valley, Auburn, 
PlacerviUe and other towns drain into the rivers, cr 
the stream s tributary to them . 
Typhoid fever has 
prevailed in all these towns, he thought. 
If the 
drinking water is taken from the river and such 
fever prevails, it may be s.id that the poison comes 
from the water. 
Running water is supposed to 
speedily purify itself. 
But it is a mooted point as 
to whether living germs are ever destroyed, and bo 
it may be that a living germ from Marysville or the 
Folsom Prison may be d r ink at Sacramento and 
produce filth disease. 
We do not know how long 
the living germs live, nr if theyevei die. 
Some 
think they never do, but that n livers such poisons 
are only diluted. 
Indeed, river p dlution has at­ 
tracted such attention of late th at in parts of Eu­ 
rope they arc beginning to prevent the dep.sition 
of sewage in the rivers. 
Cross examination (to Mr. Cadwalader)—Am 52 
years of rge. Practiced at Timbuctoo till it was 
nearly all washed away, and then he went higher 
up in the mountains. 
At Timbuctoo he had no 
typhoid fever, only bilious rem ittent fever. 
When 
he went down to the valley he encountered malarial 
fevers. Tho disease in the valley had a different 
character. Timbuctoo was lower than Fmartsvisie. 
Don’t know if it was less than 400 feet elevation 
above the sea. 
Don’t think one fever runs into 
another, bu t one inn\ continue till a low state is 
attained and another fever sets in. 
“ W hat malaria 
ia I’d like to know myself. 
I can tell of its tff cts 
bu t can’t say what it is. 
I tell the circumstances 
under which it will develop.” Left Timbuctoo iu 
April, 1893,after much »f the soil was covered there. 
i*ri ; t • hat the fevers were malarial and of a 
somewhat indignant typo, but after the covering of 
th e so 1 there was 1» ss malignant, but in the valley 
the fevers were found, and to be m alignant also. 
Scarie fever is a zymotic disease and infectious, but 
zymotic and 
malarial 
are 
not 
synonymous. 
Di ihtheria 
comes 
from 
filth. 
if 
m alaria 
is 
bad 
a:r 
then 
diphtheria 
is 
malarial 
as well as 
zymotic. 
Malarial fevers are sup 
peved to arise from germs coming in contact with a 
gland or the inuc >us membrane. Stirring up the 
soil produces fever and ague. 
“ I am not an advo 
cate of the germ theory. 
I never saw a germ. 
I 
«•nly give you the theory. The advocates of that 
theory hold that all diseases come from germs taken 
ir.to the system. 
Others do not go so far.” If a 
country at first eettlcm ent has its eoil cultivated, 
the. e is usually malarial fevers. 
Subsequently the 
tilling up by men and animals deposits filth, and 
filth diseases come on. Disinfectants will destroy 
germs. 
Cultivation and habitation of a country 
doe* not Jo away wi*h the genus, but the character 
of diseases are chaDged. 
Don't think a malarial 
new country is rid of it by, say twenty years, culti­ 
vation and habitation, unless there is drainage. 
Every css2 of scarlet fever comes from contagion— 
is ciught from some one already having it. Tophus 
fever is associated w ith impure air, fiith purround- 
irg s, po o rer unwholesome f>»od, etc. 
A fever is a 
disease recognized as hiving a hot and co’d stage, 
and elevation of tem perature above the normal 
standard. 
All fevers arise from a poison taken 
into the s>etjm. A t’firfct, very generally, there is 
a ¿old stagj, and then an abnormal elevation of 
tem perature. 
[Witness was exam ined at length as 
to the characteristics of tj-phoid and typhus fevers.] 
Evacuations from the bawels of typhoid patients 
carry the germs or poison wherever deposited. 
Question.—Can a typhoid germ come from Grass 
Valley, via Wolf creek. Bear river, Feather river 
ar.d the Sacramento river, to Sacramento, be swal­ 
lowed by a wat*, r drinker here, develop the fever, 
and kill the man in, say twenty days? 
Answer—I’ve never seen a gerin, but tho*c who 
have examined into it thoroughly say it can be car­ 
ried miles and miles, ard ever so tar, and then e n e r 
the system and produce * ferment aud result in 
death. Chicago discharges her drainage into a 
river, at d thence to Lake Michigan; New~ York it to 
adjacent waters. Large cities have up to this time 
drained into rivers, but now London has prohibited 
drainage into the Thames to prevent its pollution. 
[Witness was examined at great length as to the 
term theory—the propagation of disease by germs ] 
W itness believed that the di ease germs are m ost 
active in dry seasons, aud are then more easily in­ 
haled ; but iu wet weather and saturation oi the 
s -il oy wa er, germ s are lessened in influence, etc., 
the re 1 ora there should be Ic's typhoid than hefore 
the fil'ing up of the streams. 
If there are any 
causes hereabouts th at make the surroundings a 
sw amp, and you cannot dram the city thoroughly, 
you have the conditions uuder which most favorably 
typhoid fevers and malarial diseases would be de­ 
veloped. 
Had heard, in part, Dr. Chipman’s report 
on debris d. p tuts and the eanitarv results thereof. 
He did not deem it a proper paper for a medical so 
dcty. 
It read as if pn-pared for % purpose, and he 
d* noted if Dr. Chipman wrote all of it. 
He agreed 
with no position taken by Dr. Chlpmin as to the de­ 


stated. 
Very little vegetation springs from the de­ 
bris sent from Timbuctoo, bu t alter it is spread out 
on the plains. 
Don’t know that it grows near 
Marysville a heavy growth of cottonwood aud wil­ 
low. 
Haven't been there in years ; have heard it 
is covered w ith willow 
growth. 
Dr. Chipman 
says so, and I have no reason to doubt it. 
D m ’t 
know th at no sewers of Marysville empty from the 
city. 
Didn’t know her sew rs into the Yuba are 
below the level oí the river, and are now ten feet 
uuder debris. 
“ Now th at I think uf it, it is proba­ 
ble it should be so.” Typhoid fever ii not frozen out 
by the cold, b u t it is ea;d frost kills off yellow fever. 
A sewer’s grade muat depend on its contents and 
the am ount to be carried and the water to carry off 
the m atter. Two or two and a half feet to a mile is 
too little. 
Don’t know that nine-tenths of the sew­ 
ers oí Sacramento are I rick. 
Brick fewer* open at 
the joints, and perm itting percolation, are not so 
good as iron-stone pipe, 
brick sewers are better 
than wood. 
In San Fra icisco there are all sorts of 
sewers. Some are so flat as to be mere con­ 
tinuous cesspools. 
Witness at length described the 
kind of traps, drains, etc., to a perfect syetem of 
sewerage and cesspools, etc. 
Have not examined 
the sewerage of Sacramento. 
Came here only last 
evening. 
Question—Would the creation of a swamp on the 
north of Saciam en'o, tw o miles one way and one 
the other, aud the filling up of the streams, so that 
the ground is sodden as to be wet from three to four 
m onths in the year, aud the higbt of the stream s 
preventing the u¿e of the drainage caual, tend to 
increase disease conditions for the dissemination of 
malarial and typhoid diseases? Witness said the 
formation of a swamp about the city would have 
that tendency; and, desiring to catch the train, and 
having but a few moments left, was allowed to de­ 
part without fully expressing himself on the subject. 
Vincent Hook sworn—I am a native of California, 
and reside in Contra Costa county. 
I was educated 
for a civil engineer at the University of California, 
aud graduated from th at institution iu 1876. 
I have 
resided in Pacheco valley for the last twenty-seven 
years. My people own 3,200 acres of land ia that 
valley. The lower part of the vail ley was tule or 
swamn. 
There was one navigable slouch into 
which W alnut creek empties. The town of Pacheco 
is four or five miles distant from the bay. 
The sur­ 
face of that valley is level and unbroken. 
The 
breaking of the soil aud cutting of it up by the ra­ 
vines is quite considerable since the farming was 
commenced in the valley. 
The soil that has never 
been tilled washes but little. The natural wash 
from tilled soil is very great. The town of Lafayette 
19 situated in a small valley about nine miles from 
Pacheco. The soil is principally black adobe, which is 
very hard in the sum m er and very soft in the winter. 
[Witness produced a map of the country th at he 
Uud been describing.! Schooners formerly came up 
to the town of Pacheco, but the filling in of the bay 
from natural wash has made it comparatively an in­ 
land town.

To day it is partly stick­ 
ing out of the ground, there being a fill around it to 
tne depth of twelve feet. 
Wituess described Wal­ 
nu t creek and Mt. Diablo creek, gave their extent, 
and stated the various changes to each that has 
been caused by the debris.

road bui:t there at one tim e to connect the ware­ 
houses with the navigable water.

railroad had to be extended to keep pace with the 
debris brought down upon us from natural causes. 
A t the present tim e the wart hi uses and railroad are 
abandoned. 
Roiling ground, after it has been 
plowed, washes to a very great extent with the 
heavy rains. 
1 judge th at the debris deposited in 
and around the town of Pacheco is about 8,000,060 
cubic yards. Since th e hillsides have been denuded 
of their tim ber there has been a great many land­ 
slides. Similar effects to those at facüeco are no­ 
ticed at other places in the county. 
Cross examination (by Mr. Cadwalader)—My father 
lives on a ranch near Pacheco. 
Martinez is about 
five miles from Pacheco. 
I am a farmer, and am 
located two and a half miles south of Pacheco. Wal­ 
n u t creek is dry in the summer time.

in the western portion of the valley, and has a length 
< f seven or eight miles. The western portiou of 
Mount Diablo drains into the Pacheco valley. Mount
